| Slater Displaced by Will. 

In the Webster case, Administra- 
tor Slater’s haste proved of no bene- 
fit to him. Webster’s will, taken 
from a safety vault, was filed Satur- 
day by Attorney Morris G. Levinson 
and a representative of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Trust Co. 

They were informed, Levinson said 
today, that Slater had filed on the 
estate the day before, and the filing 
‘time, 10:30 a. m., Friday, was shown 
to them on the records. Webster's 
death occurred at d a. m. 

The will, when filed, superseded the 
action of the Public Administrator, 
and the Mississippi Valley Trust Co 
was named as administrator, as the 
will directed.

The United Railways published an | 
advertisement on last Thursday con- | 
trasting the street railway situation 
here with conditions in Cleveland to 
the disparagement of the Cleveland 
experiment. The Post-Dispatch sub- 
mitted the advertisement to Fielder, 
Sanders, Street Railroad Commis- | 
sioner of Cleveland, and asked him | 
to comment on the United Railways’ 
statement as to Cleveland.

Chiefly to Prices of Turkey 
and Cranberries. 


Thanksgiving dinner in St. Louis 
will cost approximately 20 per cen! 
more this year than in 1916, with the 
most of the advance in prices cen 
tered in turkey, chicken, geese, rab. 
bits and cranberriés. This was re- 
vealed by an investigation made by a 
reporter for the Post-Dispatch of 
|; prices now in effect at Union Marke! 
(and elsewhere in the downtown dis- « 
'trict. DPrices in uptown markets are 
slightly higher. 

A plentiful dinner for five per- 
sons, based on prices quoted by 
|} downtown dealers, will cost abous 
$4.01 this year. A similar meal last 


Thanksgiving could be had for apr. 
proximately $3.39. 

| The dinner on which this estimate 
'is made includes turkey, sweet and 
'Irish potatoes, cranberries, lettuee. 
‘turkey dressing, sliced tomatoes 
peas, bread, butter, coffee and 
| pumpkin pie. 

Turkeys 35 Cents a Pound. 

| Dyessed turkeys are selling at 3: 
| cents a pound, while at some mar- 
kets 40 cents a pound is asked. Las: 
| year prices went to 35 cents a pound 
a week,before Thanksgiving, but 
boycotts resulted in a reduction of 
from 6 to 10 cents a pound. Dressed 
| Beese cost 25 cents a pound, from % 
to 5 cents above last year’s prices. 
Dressed spring chickens bring 27 
cents a pound, while hens cost from 
23 to 25 cents a pound. 

| Cranberries have doubled in cost, 
retailing at 20 cents a quart. -lLast 
year they retailed at 10 cents a quart. 
A shortage of appproximately 200.- 
000 barrels in this year’s crop is re- 
sponsible for the advance, according 
to dealers. 

Other noticeable increases have 
been made in the price of oysters 
and rabbits. The former, which sold 
at 40 cents a quart in 1916, now sell. 
at 50 cents, while rabbits, formerly 
10 and 15 cents each, are now 40 
cents,

Other Meats High. 


The price of other meats are far 
above last year’s figures and few 
substitutes for turkey, chicken or 
other fowl are offered at lower 
prices. 

Dealers attribute the increased 


meat and fowl prices to the unusual 
| demand, partly from army require- 
/ments. The high cost of feed alse 
is pointed out. : 

As a result of the high cost of tur- 
keys, city institutions, such as the 
| Jail, workhouse, city hospital, sani- 
tarium and infirmary, will have a 
turkeyless dinner this vear. An- 
nouncement was recently made by 
Deputy Supply Commissioner Lani- 
gan that beef and pork would be 
substituted. 


| Folice Distribute Price Lists on Tur- 
keys in New York. 

| NEW YORK, Nov. 27.—Price lists 
of cold storage turkeys approved by 
food administrators were distributed 
by the police today to shops.

I got it, and vice 
versa. We stood up for each otner 
loyally: but all three of us together 
‘ould scrape up only about $2 per! 
week for iny necessities at the wni- 
versity. lt is superfluous to state 
that I did not live in luxury, but I 
stood at the head of niy classes.

“After attending the university for 
three years and two months, I was, 
in October, 1879. expelled for ~hoot-| 
ing ata fellow student named Webb) 
from Ohio.

The conversation, 
Warm from the first, developed into 
a quarre!. lie called me a liar, 
Whereupon |! cracked him over the. 
head with a small piece of plank and 
we clinched. Nothing more serious 
would have grown out of it, most 
probably. than blackened eves and 
bloody noses had not one of my 
roommates, a young) giant named 
Thomson, grabbed me backholds and 
pinned both my arms to my body. 
Webb squared off and hit mea hard.
